The address will present a re- 
view of conditions, both interna- 
tional and national, as a result of 
wotld development since President 
Coolidge~ took office a year and 
a half ago and it will also point 
the way, as far as Coolidge poll- 
cles can do it, to the conduct of 
this government with respect to 
conditions as they now are.

N “Frequent scoring is the life and 
backbone of the popularity of all

“TAkewise, I desire to call to 
your attention a handicap which 
all visiting teams must combat. I 
refer to the unrestricted use of 
the entire squad by the home 
team (and sometimes this amounts 
to fifty or more players,) whereas 
the visiting team, at least here in 
the Southland, can rarely ever 
bring more than twenty-two play- 
ers and make any money on the 
contract usually offered.

The charge that the best team

dest team would always win, but 
this doesn’t necessarily mean that 
such an arrangement would be 
best for the game. Life itself has 
a habit of using a ball that doesn't 
always bound the way you think it 
is going to bound, and thie happehes 
to bé one of the reasons that life 
remains one of the most fascinat- 
ing of the pastimes. : 


Reduce football to an exact 
science and you take away much 
ot the gripping drama that now 
thrills hundreds of thousands on 
every fall Saturday afternoon. Bill 
Roper’s magnificent 1922 team, on 
a first-down basis of scoring, would 
have finished the season with 
more defeats to its credit than vie- 
tories. Under the present system 
of scoring it was unbeaten and one 
of the most thrilling teams to 
watch ever seen in action.

Yale that Princeton 
team, fighting under the slogan 
that “a team that won't be beaten 
can't be beaten,” was a losing team 
outside the twenty-yard marke. 
Within those marks,

RESPONSIBILITY 
PUT ON PALMER 


Atherton Says He Favored 
Hackfeld Plans 


Declares Attorney-General 
Knew His Connections 


Denies Hiding His Relations 
in Other Concerns 


[RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 24.— 
Frank C. Atherton, vice-president 
and general manager of Castle & 
Cooke, Ltd., Hawalian sugar fac- 
tory, favored the January, 1918, 
reorganization of H. Hackfeld & 
Co., Led, instead of opposing it 
as contended by plaintiffs in the 
$17,500,000 accounting suit on trial 
in Superior Court here. Atherton 
testified today. Former Hackteld 
stockholders are seeking recovery 
ot $10,000,000 from Atherton and 
other purchasers of the Hackfeld 
aesets, agserting fraud and con- 
spiracy in the sale of the property 
in 1918 to American Factors, Ltd., 
for $7,600,000. 

Similar testimony previously had 
been entered by Richard H. Trent, 
Gepository for the alien property 
custodian in Hawali and trustee of 
liquidation for J. H. Hackfeld, Ltd., 
and H. Hackfeld & Co., Lid. 


NAMED DIRECTOR 

Atherton, who was named a di- 
rector of J. F. Hackfeld, Ltd., by 
A. Mitchell Palmer, alien property 
custodian, February 6, 1918, said 
he could not recall if Trent, sub- 
sequent to February 6, showed him 
any of the correspondence previ- 
ously exchanged between Trent and 
Palmer. 

Plaintiffs’ counsel laid much 
stress on Atherton’s statement that 
he did not personally inform Paim- 
er as to his connections with 
other Hawalian firms regarded as 
Hackfeld competitors. 

“Full information on that point 
was communicated to Palmer by 
Trent.“ Atherton testified. 

The plaintiffs previously had 
sought to bring out that Trent 
communicated <Atherton’s accept- 


Hackfeld, Ltd., to Palmer Wy cable, 
while the information stating 
Atherton’s business connections 
was sent by letter and could not 
have reached Palmer until he had 
ratified the appointment as recom- 
mended by Trent. 

The Atherton Estate, Ltd., of 
which F. C. Atherton is president, 
owns a controlling interest in the 
Star-Bulletin, a daily newspaper of 
Honolulu, the witness said.

Producer Receives Over Half of Price Paid for Meat; 
Swift See’ Improvement Coming

parties concerned and no one, least 
The raisers of live stock may 
not have been the most vociferous 
with complaints of this kind, but 
from the size of their bank ac- 
counts in the last few years evi- 
dently they have had cause to 
speak their minds. The cattlemen 
know that the people are still eat- 
ing meat and that the packers are 
still slaughtering animals. But 
who gets the profits and who keeps 


the price of cattle down are mysti- 
fying problems. 


PRODUCER GETS MOST 
The answers are clearly set 
forth by Swift & Co., the Chicago 
packers, in the 1926 Year Book 
just issued. In this booklet the 
Swift organization undertakes to 
show that the producer of cattle 
receives over half of the price the 
consumer pays for the beef con- 
tent of the animal. 

Figures are presented to show 
that the farmer receives 57.8 per 
cent of the dollar the consumer 
pays for beef. The retailer's ex- 
penses and profits account for 22 
per cent; packer’s expense and 
profit, 15.5 per cent, and live-ani- 
mal transportation and marketing 
expense, 4.7 per cent. 

Dome people think the farmer 
gets a very small proportion, be- 
cause they compare a  10-cent 
steer with a 60-cent porterhouse.“ 
the Swift & Co. booklet states. 
“This is not a fair comparison, be- 
cause other cuts from the same 
steer bring relatively low prices 
and the average price of all cuts is 
far lower than the retail price of 
porterhouse.” 

To make the case for the pack- 
ers a little stronger, it is explnined 
by President Louis F. Swift that 
the company paid on the average 
$60.08 a head for oattle in 1924 
and received $63.11 4 head for the 
meat and $11.55 for the by-prod- 
ucts, This left a margin of $14.58 
for expenses and earningé 
penses, including freight, ount- 
ed to $12.63 a head, leavi earn- 
ings, before deducting Interedt. of 
$1.95 a head. 

“The profit of $1.95 a head,” 
President Swift observes, “aver- 
ares a little over one-third of a 


cent a paund for beef. In other 
words, it retailers had paid. us 
about a third of a cent less a 
“ound for beef there would have

Who gets the bulk of the money the consumer pays for goods? 
Certainly no question is more irritating to the producer than this one. 
Charges and counter-charges are flung right and left, the producers 
claiming that the manufacturers, the jobbers and the retailers profit 
at their expense while the trio voluBly explain that the producer must 
be getting the most because they certainly are not.

been no profit to us. It is very ob- 
vfous that such a profit can have 
no appreciable effect on the prices 
of live stock or of meat.” 

A pertinent question arises at 
thie point. If the cattleman re- 
celves nearly 68 per cent of the 
price the consumer pays for beef 
and the packer 15.5 per cent, and 
both them are realizing little 
or no fit, what is wrong with 
the live-steck and packing indus- 
tries? 

. SUPPLIES EXCESSIVE 

The obvious answer is the con- 
tinuation of the distress period fot- 
lowing the war. This, however, is 
not a satisfactory explanation for 
the cattle raiser, for the produc- 
ers of hogs and sheep and the 
packing companies have all recov- 
ered measurably, while the cattle 
industry is still in poor shape, The 
trouble is that the supply of cattle 
and the demand for beef are in 
unsatisfactory adjustment. 

The heavy supply of cattle on 
the range encouraged by the hich 
prices during the war years has 
mot been thoroughly liquidated. 
This condition has operated to hold 
prices at levels which have been 
low as compared with the general 
price level of food products. Not 
much improvement in supplies bo- 
curred in 1924. Receipts of cattle, 
hogs and sheep were all practically 
the same as in 1928, and that year 
was a record period in live-stock 
production. Receipts of cattle at 
seven principal markets were 
10.623. head during 1924, a de- 
crease of less than 1 per cent from 
the total of 1923. . 

Cattle prices in 1924 averaged 
slightly better than in 1923, n- 
creasing substantially in the 
spring, falling off in the summer 
and picking up again in the fall 
months. 

Not all features of the cattle 
situation are tinged with gloom. 
A note of cheerfulness was sound- 
ed by President Swift at the annual 


meeting of the Swift & Co. stock- 


holders in January, when he sald: 
“Sinee there has been consider- 
able liquidation of range cattle it 
seems as though the turning point 
must de reached before long. The 
noticeable decrease in the number

EFFICIENT 


St. Paul Railway Reports 
Substantial Savings from 
Electrification 


DISPATCH) 
CHICAGO, Feb. 24.—The Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Rail- 
way, which on its mountain divi- 
sions has the most extensive clec- 


trification of railway trunk line 
in the world, today made public 
a report showing the results it 
has secured from electrification. 
and particularly the savings that 
have been affected by comparison 
with the costs which would have 
been incurred under steam opera- 
tion. * 

The St. Paul's electrical installa- 
tion extends from Harlowton. 
Mont., across the Rocky Mountains 
to Seattle and Tacoma, Wash. 
with only a short gap where 
stea operation prevails. In all, 
650 miles of Une are eléctrically 
operated. Its electrical installa- 
tion has attracted world-wide at 
tention because of ita magnitude 
and of the use of hydro-electric 
power as a substitute for steam 
power. The installation has been 
visited by interested individuals. 
committees and delegations from 
all parts of this country and the 
world. 

The report shows that the tota) 
invest ment in the electrification 


has been less t has been widely 
believed. For 650 miles it has 
amounted in round figures to $23.,- 
000.000. The net investment. 
which is arrived at by deducting 
the investment in steam power 
which has been replaced and re- 
tired, amounts to $16,000.900, or 
slightly leas than $25.000 per mile. 
The total net savings computed 
for. electrical as. compared with 
steam operation from 1916 to 1924 
inclusive amount to $12,400,000, or 
slightly more than three-fourths 
“9 the net cost of the eléctrifica- 
ion. 

The net savings a year as re- 
ported range from a minimum of 
$671,014 in 1921. a year of low 
traffic, to $1 928,626 
year of fairly heavy traffic. The 
maximum traffic handled over this 
line was in 1919) and it is estimat- 
ed that if the present installation 
had all been in existance in that 
year, the net saving would have 
amounted to 72.355.199.

AUSTIN (Tex.) Feb. 24.——As a 
result of the final passage by the 
Tagisiature of a bill by Represen- 
tative Webb legalizing trading in 
commodity futures, especially cot- 
ton, it is expected that cotton ex- 
changes wil! be established in 
Houston, Dallas and probably oth- 
er cities of the State. The meas- 
ure is now in the hands of Gev. 
Ferguson. and it is said she will 
give it her approval. 

Trading based on future delivery 
was prohibited by law in Texas in 
1907, and all exehanges in the 
State were put out of business by 
the act. The present bill legalises 
“contracts of sale for future de- 
livery of tvatton. grain, stocks or 
other commodities made in aceord- 
ance with the rules of any board of 
trade, exchange or similar institu- 
tion, and_actually executed on the 
floor of sueh board of trade and 
performed or discharged according 
to the rules thereof, and when such 
contracts are placed with or 
through a regular member in good 
standing of a board of trade.”

Councilmen F ier Semiphore System; City Traffic 
Commision W ants Lighis; Decision Held Up

The matter of selecting a standard traffic signal for Los Angeles 
Was gone over in all of its intricate and, at times, harrowing details 


by the City Council yesterday. 


It was decided to lay the matter over 


once more until next Monday, when it can all be gone over again. 


While apparently reluctant to 
vote, the Councilmen were not 
backward in expressing their 
opinions, and for an hour the dis- 
cussion waxed warm between the 
advocates of the Acme electro- 
mechanical signal, such as has 


been installed on many, of the 
downtown streets, and the various 
type of light signals, which lack 
the semaphore, or signal arm, fea- 
ture of the Acme product. 

The discussion evolved chiefly 
around the cost of the two types 
a of signal. The combination light 
and semaphore signal costs a good 
deal more for the installation, but, 
as advocates argue, considerably 
less when a ten-years’ upkeep is 
considered and thus is cheaper in 
the long run. Besides the Council- 
men supporting the electre-me- 
chanical signal, it is recomme @ ed 
by the police traffic department. 
Councilman Mallard said, and a 
spokesman of the city electrician's 
department also approved it as 
best and ultimately the cheapest, 
and quoted figures to prove it. 

But Maj. O. C. Wyman, field seo- 


retary of the Traffic Commission, 
opposed adoption of the Acme sys- 
tem, and it is understood that the 
Automobile Club, as well as the 
Trafic Commission considers one 
of the light systems cheaper and 
superior, as well as a safer invest- 
ment, since the light system is used 
in all the larger cities of the coun- 


try. 

“It is like saying.“ Maj. Wyman 
said after the meeting, “that al! 
the cities of the country are out 
of step except Los Angeles 

Maj. Wyman argued that the 
city engineering data failed to in- 
clude any allowance for repair of 
the motors, eight for each inter- 
section, and the mechanical parts 
of the semaphore signals, and that 
the figures thus were not fair. A 
representative, of Westinghouse, 
‘however, said the motors should 
last for ten years without repair. 
but. he admitted, the company 
would not guarantee them for 
more than one year.

The commission acted on the 
ent recommendation of Chief 
of Police Heath, o transmitted 
the request df Capt McClery of 
the Police Department's Crime Pre- 
vention Bureau. present fa- 
cilities for housing temporary po- 
ice wards under 18 years of age, 
are woefully inadequate and un- 
suitable, especially for girls, says 
the report. This lack often re- 
quires the police to return a child 
to an undesirable home pending 
the investigation of the suitability 
of such home, and this also in- 
creases the. difficulty of investiga- 
tions, the chief points out. 

Hundreds of little ones each year 
come under temporary police pro- 
tection, often through no short- 
coming of their parents, and the 
police officers are concerned about 
the lack of suftable quarters for 
their reception and entertainment.

INCREASE IN NUMBER Or

Previous to 1870 almost 
all incoming foreigners were from 
Northern Europe, especially from 
the British Isles, Germany and 
Scandinavia.

the original settlers of the Amer- 
ican colonies, They were easily as- 
similated and played an active and 
valuable part in building up the 
early United States. During the 
latter part of the nineteenth cen 
tury this type of immigrant was 
largely replaced by newcomers 
from Southeastern Wurope, es- 
pecially from Italy, Austria-Hun- 
gary, and Russia. These people 
were not as well educated, spoke 
languages little understood in 
America, and brought with them 
standards of: living and ideals of 
government quite different from 
those of the original settlers. Many 
of them came from lands where 
authority was arbitrary and where 
government wag feared: many had 
been bitterly persecuted and op- 
pressed; they naturally tended to 
dislike the established order and 
to look upon law with distrust. 
They brought and spread radical 
ideas of government quite differ- 
ent from those formerly held in 
the United States. The Americani- 
zation of this population has there-, 
fore been a difficult problem. 
SOCIAL EFFECTS OF IMMI- 
GRATION. Immigration to the 
United States has affected Ameri- 
can life in many ways. Education 
of certain types of immigrant is a 
difficult prablem, and the nation's 
burden of caring for defectives and

Watson, an 
employee of the Southern Califor- 
nia Edison Company, was wound- 
ead mortally two weeks ago when 
he resisted a bandit who attempted 
to hold him up at York Boulevard 
and Avenue 57.

hospital needs of the community.

Took $16,000 to Buy Auto 
for Social Climber 


Confesses in Alen Arrest; 
Now Spurned by Man 


A mad infatuation for an im- 
poverished Hollywood social 
climber, who would not marry her 
until she bought him an automo- 
bile so that he could keep up ap- 
pearances, was blamed yesterday 
by Mrs. Elizabeth Renay in a con- 
fession that she had embezzled 
$16,000 from a local real estate 
firm, according to police.

She had kept a 
careful check of the sums she had 
taken from the company and kept 
the record of her peculations in 
the toes of a pair of riding boots 
which she placed in her trunk, the 
detectives said. : 
She told the detectives, they 
said, that she met the man who 
was responsible for her defalca- 
tions on August 4, last. She con- 
ceived a passionate love for the 
man, she stated, and he promised 
to marry her but said he needed 
an automobile to keep up appear- 
ances, To supply him with this 
machine ‘and also to impress him, 
she said, she began taking sums 
from the company, according to 
the detectives, using the money to 
buy expensive clothing and to es- 
tablish herself in an exclusive 
apartment-house, where she enter- 
tained. 

With discovery near, according to 
her purported confession, she fled 
from the city, changing her name 
at the various cities in which she 
stopped.

TEXAS REJECTS 
AUTO TAX BILL 


(EXCLUSIVE DEAPATCH) 
AUSTIN (Tex.) Feb. 24.—In 
quick, succession two companion 
bille—one increasing the tax on 
gasoline from 1 cent to 2% cents 
a gallon, and the other decreas- 
ing the automobile license tax— 
were put to sleep by the Senate 
Committee on State affairs, after 
the measure had passed the House. 
There is but little possibility of the 
bills being resurrected, it is 
stated. 

It was expected that the gaso- 
line tax measure would bring a 
total revenue of nearly $8,000,- 
000 a year to the State. and it 
was provided that one-fourth of 
this should go to the public 
school fund, the other §three- 
fourths to be used for the con- 
struction and maintenance of 
highways. 

The automobile tax bill for 
graduated weight tax, represented 
decrease from the present tax, 
while the gas tax bill provided for 
more than doubling the present 
tax on gasoline. 5 

The general trend of argument 
of those opposing the bills was 
that their enactment into law 
would result in a. decrease of the 
tax on the large cars and an in- 
erease for the small cars. It was 
also argued by opponents of the 
gas tax bill that it would result in 
decrease in the amount of money 
available for use of the Highway 
Department for maintenance and 
construction of highways, in that 
a certain portion of the fund would 
go to schools. 

The bill which provided for the 
regulation of motor busses and 
placed them under the jurisdic- 
tion of the State Railroad Com- 
mission also was defeated when it 
came up for enactment in the 
House. This leaves motor bus lines, 
both freight and passenger, free 
from State control of any kind.
